The Luck of the Irish 


Poker is as American as baseball and 
apple pie. So you wouldn't expect a 
player named Donna O’Dea from Dub- 
lin to be a match for a high-stakes 
poker champ like Amarillo Slim Pres- 
ton. But, as Preston, Texas Dolly Brun- 
son, Bobby The Owl Baldwin, and 
eight other Americans found out in the 
$63,000 Irish Eccentric International 
Poker Tournament, the Irish were 
more than their match. 

The two-day event, the first interna- 
tional poker competition ever staged 
outside the U.S., was the brainchild of 
Terry Rogers, a brash, red-faced 
bookie who is president of the Eccen- 
tric Club, a Dublin-based charitable or- 
ganization composed of gamblers and 
bon vivants. Rogers has attended the 
annual world poker championships at 
Binion's Horseshoe Casino in Las Ve- 
gas since 1979. Last spring, after 
watching his compatriots go down to 
defeat yet again, he decided to invite 
the Americans to try their luck on his 
home sod. 

The Americans were treated royally. 
Their arrival was front-page news in all 
the Dublin papers, and both Irish tele- 
vision and the B.B.C. followed them 
everywhere.

You may move in any direction and 
turn as desired at intersections. You 
may not pass over the same space 
more than once during any move; but 
after you come to a stopping point, your 
next move may be in any direction, 
even if it retraces all or part of a previ- 
ous move. In counting five spaces, 
each counted space must be adjacent 
to the space just left; and spaces are 
not considered adjacent if only their 
corners touch. You may never enter or 
cross the green areas.

Using the letters collected in your 
own path through the maze, arrange 
them to form the longest word you can. 
You may not use a letter more times in 
any one word than the number of times 
it appears in your set of letters; thus, a 
word formed from the example above 
could not contain more than two E’s or 
two v's, and not more than one of any 
of the other letters landed on. 

After forming the longest word you 
can, use the same group of 12 letters to 
make the four next longest words you 
can.

Scoring Count the total number of let- 
ters in all five of your words. For each 
letter, score two points. To obtain your 
total score, add the sum of all the num- 
bers landed on during your route 
through the maze.

he difference between a magi- 
cian and a journalist is that one 
wouldn't expose a trade secrét 
for his life, while exposé ‘is the 
other’s stock-in-trade. 

Because I’m both a magician 
and a journalist, that intrinsic 
contradiction was on my mind 
as I drove up Franklin Avenue in the Hollywood 
Hills section of Los Angeles and pulled into a spiral- 
ing driveway that led to a turreted Victorian house. 

So this was the Magic Castle, source of pure mys- 
tery, a place every bit as wondrous as any visited by 
Sinbad himself. ‘‘It’s the center of the world of mag- 
ic,,’ Doug Henning had told me while starring in 


The Magic Show on Broadway. Like hundreds ; 


other first-class magicians, Henning is a member of 
this legendary private club that has become the 
trendiest night out in a city whose whole raison 
d‘étre is the creation of illusion. 

I also create illusions. A couple of times a year | 
dust off my magic wand and perform as The Great 
Saltini. Of course, I’m no Doug Henning, but even 
part-time conjurers like me are allowed to enter this > | 
mecca for magicians. So, with a GAMES press card in 
the brim of my hat and a rabbit inside it, I strode 
through the front door. 

I found myself in what appeared to be an English’ 
drawing room, the kind of room that gives you the 
antsy feeling that someone—or something—is 
watching your every move. My attention was at- 
tracted by a golden owl sitting silently on a book- 
shelf, its ruby eyes blinking hypnotically. To the ~ 
uninitiated visitor this chamber is a dead end, but | 
fortunately, I knew the secret password. Looking 
the owl in its left eye and winking deliberately, | 
whispered the full five syllables: ‘Open, sesame.”

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herself. Maybe she was new to Magic Castle and wanted 
some company. I suavely took a stool beside her and 
began to explain the history of the Magic Castle. In 
1909, I said, it had been built as a private home for 
banker Rollin B. Lane, and in 1962 two professional 
prestidigitators, brothers Bill and Milt Larsen, had pur- 
chased it as a private club for magicians. 

As I spoke, I noticed that my companion seemed to 
have grown a few inches. In fact, quite soon she was 
positively towering over me. Looking down, I saw 
why—my barstool had gradually sunk into the floor. 
Flustered, I asked Verka (that was her name, she said, 
and bareback riding was her game) to join me for a 
drink at a table. 

I had no sooner taken a sip of my martini and set the 
glass on the table than it suddenly vanished and a mo- 
ment later reappeared on the other side. My face must 


have mirrored what I was thinking—What do they put . 


in the drinks in this place?—because Verka was watch- 
ing me and giggling. Maybe she wasn’t so new here after 
all. But before swearing off booze for good, I got wise to 
the fact that the table was a turntable. 

The next strange occurrence was tougher to explain. 
Across from us a piano tinkled away—but without a pi- 
anist. ‘‘Make a request,’’ said Verka with an enigmatic 
smile. In my best Bogart voice, I asked, ‘‘Do you know 
‘As Time Goes By’?’’ Without missing a beat, the incor- 
poreal Sam (in fact, the invisible pianist is named Irma) 
plunked out the tune. 

Determined to figure out how this diabolical contrap- 
tion worked, I requested ‘‘I Ain’t Got No Use for Your 
Red Apple Juice.’’ The piano made a laughing, note-rip- 
pling sound, then fell silent. It had evidently worked up 
a thirst. Verka had placed a glass of vodka on the piano 
top and the liquor now began to drain out of the glass 
and down an unseen hatch. It must have been strong 
stuff, because the next song was totally off-key.

, intothe next room, a small museum 

of magic where jewel-encrusted 

wands lay side-by-side with ventrilo- 

quist dummies and trick handcuffs. 

While we were glancing at some silver 

bowls filled with magic ‘‘water from 

Persia,’’ the sound of clanging metal drew 
us back to the bar. 

A young man was sitting at a small table linking and 
unlinking two solid steel rings, a trick that even I, The 
Great Saltini, had performed often for mystified audi- 
ences. I hadn’t made a pilgrimage to the Magic Castle 
for this. 

You see, there are two kinds of magic, I explained to 


an amused Verka. One kind consists of tricks passed 


down from generation to generation, like the traditional 
Cup and Ball illusion, in which a performer produces 
endless lemons, onions, and baby chicks out of three 
cups—a trick depicted millennia ago on the Beni Hassan 
Pyramid in the Valley of the Kings. The Linking Rings is 
another classic. | had come to see a rarer kind of magic, 
original tricks created by the artists of my profession. 
And tonight three of the world’s most inventive magi- 
cians would be appearing on the same bill. 

But first there was the mundane matter of a phone 
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call I had to make. A phone call in Magic Castle, howev- 
er, is anything but mundane. By pressing one of four 
buttons before dialing, the phone becomes an ‘‘Alibi 
Machine,”’ producing during your call the background 
noise of an office, a garage, or a party. It makes your 
excuse sound plausible when you want to spend a night 
out with the magicians. 

Leaving the bar, we took a quick left and entered the 
Close Up Gallery, where rows of sharply banked seats 
looked directly down on a green, felt-covered table. We 
were about to see Daryl Martinez do what he does bet- 
ter than anyone: dupe people right under their noses. I 


particularly wanted to catch his rendering of a trick that 
had previously left me gaping (yes, even The Great Sal- 
tini gets fooled once in a while, and it nettles). How had 
he made four aces fly, invisibly and in single file, from 
his hands to mine? 

Now, from the top of the small, rococo gallery, Verka 
and I watched in amazement as the dapper, charming 
Daryl, using the most deliberate movements, repeated 
this ‘‘impossible’’ act. First, he separated 16 cards into 
four equal piles so that each pile held one ace. A volun- 
teer from the audience placed her hand over one pile, 
face down, pressing on it so hard she probably left a per- 
manent imprint on the tabletop. As far as I could see, 
Daryl did nothing suspicious to any of the cards. He 
showed the aces in the three remaining piles, counted 
them one at a time, showed them again. But when he 
counted them a second time, each ace had turned into a 
different card. Then, at his command, the volunteer 
turned over her pile to reveal—the missing aces! 

As I escorted Verka through the Castle’s carpeted and 
photo-bedecked halls to the Parlour of Prestidigitation, | 
pretended that only ‘‘the sworn blood oath of the broth- 
erhood of magicians’’ prevented me from revealing the 
secret of the trick. But, I hinted after we settled into our 
seats, under certain conditions I might bend the rules a 
bit. Verka was more interested in the next act than in 
my offer. 

had heard many astounding stories about the 

mysterious Lev Shneider, who, until he quiet- 
ly defected two years ago, had been one of the 
top performers in the Soviet Union. Even 
hard-to-fool magicians claimed he possessed 
powers bordering on the mystic, so adept was 
he at an obscure technique called ‘‘contact 
reading.” 

Though this fabled feat is sometimes rumored to be 
performed by self-styled sages and wonder-workers in 
the Orient, until Shneider showed up unannounced one 
day at the Magic Castle this most arcane branch of our 
already esoteric art had been considered dead. But con- 


tact reading is no mere illusion. This ‘‘half-trick’’ is ac- 
complished through a little-known quirk of psychology 
and physiology that ancient magicians termed the ‘‘ac- 
tion of the fine muscles.’’ Think of a nearby object, the 
theory goes, and these muscles involuntarily strain in 
the direction of that object. But only the trained fingers 
of a contact reader can discern the minute movements. 
Shneider, who is more fluent in muscle reading than in 
English, needed an interpreter to find a volunteer. This 
volunteer then chose two other volunteers, who escort- 
ed Shneider from the room and kept him under close 
surveillance. 

The first volunteer then found a member of the audi- 
ence, a woman sitting next to me, who was wearing a 
ring on her right hand. Instructed to hide her ring on 
the stage, which had been furnished like a parlor, the 
woman moseyed around a bit and eventually lifted up a 
table lamp and thrust the ring underneath its hollow 
base. She then returned to her seat. When the two 
guardians ushered Shneider back in, he clasped the first 
volunteer’s hand and began te walk him around the the- 
ater. After circling the perimeter of the seats, they came 
halfway down the aisle on the right and stopped. 
Shneider guided the man’s hand above the first two peo- 
ple in our row, then above Verka and me, and final- 
ly came to rest on the head of the woman on my other 
side, the owner of the ring. ‘‘This one,”’ said Shneider in 
his heavy Russian accent. He seized the woman's hand 
and they proceeded to tour the stage. Within 30 sec- 
onds he had halted in front of the lamp table and, ges- 
turing dramatically, lifted the lamp. The exposed ring 
glittered in the lights. That wasn’t the only half-trick 
Shneider had up his sleeve. As he and the woman faced 
each other onstage, he held up her left hand with his 
left. Taking the ring in his right hand, he passed it over 
each finger of her left hand. He hesitated at the fourth 
finger, but moved on. Shneider then repeated the proce- 
dure with her other hand. At the middle finger of her

ded, and the crowd went wild. 

On the way out of the gallery, I noticed for the first 
time that Verka also wore a thick and expensive wed- 
ding band.

Stewing, I ducked into the 
men’s room. Stay cool, I said to the mirror. But the mir- 
ror reflected a human skull where my face should have 
been, and when the skull started talking back, I double- 
timed it out of the bathroom, almost knocking Verka 
over. ‘‘Let’s watch Shimada,” she said, referring to the 
fabulous magician who was the headliner of the eve- 
ning. The thought calmed me instantly, and we headed 
toward the Castle’s largest auditorium, The Palace of 
Mystery. 
large Japanese gentleman bearing an un- 
canny resemblance to the Buddha, Shim- 
ada uses martial arts movements to 
produce unmatched illusions. I had 
seen his act once before, a highly 
original sleight-of-hand production 
of flaming torches, black umbrellas, 
and dozens of live doves. But 
tonight, Shimada had promised to unveil something 
really special. 

As soon as we were seated, the house lights dimmed 
and an expectant hush fell over the packed crowd. Sud- 
denly, from behind the curtain, a hand shot out and 
reached into space, plucking from the empty air a gaily 
colored Oriental parasol. The hand was followed by an 
arm and a shoulder, and then Shimada himself, dressed 
like a samurai swordsman. After a few graceful passes, 
the parasol in his hand abruptly became two parasols, 
then three, and finally a huge triple-tiered parasol that 
held 10 plumed umbrellas. With a puff of smoke, it 
transformed itself into a 12-foot-long fire-breathing silk 
dragon with a scaly back and six bright green legs. As 
the beast belched flames and leaped with astonishing 
speed across the stage, Shimada drew his sword and ad- 
vanced. With a quick thrust he cut the dragon in two. 
But the tail, instead of dying, instantly changed into an- 
other full-sized fire-breather. If ever there was a time for 
Shimada’s magic, it was now. He stepped back and 
traced two concentric circles on the floor of the stage. 
One of the dragons entered its center and slowly, in full 
view of the audience, vanished without a trace. But the 
remdining dragon seemed to have magical powers of its 
own. As the first dragon shrank to nothingness, its twin 
grew Steadily until its accordian-like body had stretched 
out 20 feet. With a flash of fire, its slashing tail en- 
gulfed Shimada. 

Instinctively I reached over to clutch Verka, but she 
was gone. When I looked back to the stage I received a 
shock. Somehow Verka, not Shimada, was now in the 
grip of the dragon's tail. Freeing herself from the reptile, 
she opened its jaws and out hopped Shimada. To a 
thunderous ovation, the two slipped behind the curtain 
and disappeared for good, as far as I was concerned. 

Seeing the smiling and satisfied patrons of Magic Cas- 
tle, I found myself taking solace in the magician’s axi- 
om: “‘It’s fun to be fooled.’’ And, who knows, Verka 
might turn up yet.

Cryptic Crossword «««. 


The Warm-Up Puzzle at right contains all the basic types of 
clues you're apt to encounter in a cryptic crossword. Like all 
cryptic clues, each contains two parts: a direct or indirect def- 
inition of the answer and a second description of the answer 
through wordplay. The first step in solving a cryptic clue, and 
a great part of the fun, is to determine the dividing point be- 
tween the parts. Consider some sample clues: 

“Rule breaker ruined the race (7).’’ This is an example of 
an anagram clue. The word ‘‘ruined’’ suggests jumbling the 
letters of the adjacent words THE RACE to get the answer 
CHEATER (defined as ‘‘rule breaker’’). An anagram clue ail- 
ways cb a word or phrase (like “‘crazy,’’ “‘reorga- 
nized,’ or ‘‘in a heap’’) that suggests mixing or poor 
condition. 


‘‘Forest’s edge divided city, in time (10). The answer, TIM- 
BERLINE (‘‘forest’s edge’), is literally the word BERLIN (‘‘divid- 
ed city’’) inside TIME. This is called a container clue. 

“Climb a trail (6).’’ Here you must join two short words to 
form the answer: A, given directly, and SCENT (‘‘trail’’), yield- 
ing ASCENT (‘‘climb,’’ aS a noun). 

“Overthrow in coups, etc. (5).’’ The answer, UPSET (‘‘over- 
throw’’), is literally found in the letters of ‘‘couPs ETc.”’ This is 
an example of a hidden word. 

“Wax from Warsaw (6).’’ This is the most straightforward 
| type of cryptic clue, since the answer is merely defined twice. 
The answer POLISH means both ‘‘wax"’ and ‘from Warsaw.’ 

Other tricks of solving have been explained in previous Is- 
sues. If you are new to cryptic crosswords, start with the 
Warm-Up Puzzle at right and refer to the Answer Drawer for 
explanations.

ed opposing piece. But Colorloc uses an innovative board 
with differently colored paths, and pieces that are distin- 
guished by how they move and capture on paths of each col- 
or. The game design has been very well thought out, from the 
board pattern to the strength, number, and opening setup of 
the different pieces. 

Playing pieces are die-cut, each with black or white letter- 
ing that indicates what type of piece it is and whom it belongs 
to. Each player’s army consists of one immobile piece (loss 
of which costs the game), 16 mobile colored pieces (in four 
colors, with four different types of each color), and six mobile 
gray pieces. Pieces move along the paths up to a maximum 
of four intersections, and can zigzag. A colored piece can 
move only along black paths or those of its own color; gray 
pieces can move on any path. Capture is accomplished by 
landing on an opposing piece, but for most types of pieces 
the path of attack must be black. 

Although early stages of a game may be characterized by 
a careful deployment of pieces in the center, there are no 


‘‘quiet’’ positions in Colorloc. The colored ‘‘Extension’”’ 
pieces and the gray ‘‘Dot’’ pieces can make an unlimited 
number of captures in a single turn (assuming their victims 
are in the right places), and since these fierce attackers can 
be unleashed by well-timed exchanges or sacrifices in the 
center, the tension is constant throughout the game. 

If you enjoy games with novel tactics and a variety of 
strategic options to explore, Colorloc is one you won't want 
to miss.
